REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Durham: 

The  annual  report  of  the  Library  for  1923  is  sub- 
mitted for  your  consideration.  We  desire  to  call  your 
special  attention  to  the  steady  increase  in  circulation 
both  for  books  read  in  the  Library  and  for  those  taken 
home,  to  the  small  amount  of  money  which  Durham 
contributes  to  its  Library  both  in  proportion  to  the  rest 
of  the  state  and  in  proportion  to  the  Library  budget 
and  to  our  need  of  more  books  particularly  for  the  class- 
room libraries  in  the  schools. 

We  have  about  three  hundred  resident  borrowers 
in  the  town  of  Durham  in  addition  to  the  one  hundred 
and  thirty  children  who  borrow  from  our  class-room 
libraries  in  the  town  schools  and  in  addition  to  the 
students  of  the  University.  With  a  constantly  increas- 
ing circulation  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to 
supply  the  demand  for  books.  Many  new  books  are 
needed  to  replace  those  worn  out  in  the  class-room 
libraries. 

Our  circulation  for  the  past  five  years  given  here- 
with shows  an  unusual  increase  in  the  use  of  the 
Library  and  its  books.  In  the  five  year  period  the  cir- 
culation of  books  used  in  the  Library  has  increased 
109%  and  the  circulation  of  books  drawn  for  home  use 
has  increased  49%.

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During  the  year  1923  we  received  from  the  Simpson 
legacy  of  the  Durham  Library  Association,  157  volumes 
purchased  for  $236.83.  From  money  received  from  the 
general  funds  of  the  Durham  Library  Association  we 
bought  76  volumes  at  a  cost  of  $97.95,  and  with  the 
town  appropriation  of  $100.00,  77  volumes  were  pur- 
chased.

The  Library  again  as  in  1922,  observed  Children's 
Book  Week.  Throughout  the  week  of  November  11-18, 
1923,  an  exhibit  of  illustrated  children's  books  was  held 
in  a  store  window  of  the  new  Hardy-Philbrick  block 
through  courtesy  of  the  owners.  A  children's  book 
party  with  an  attendance  of  over  fifty  children  was 
held  by  the  Library  and  the  Education  Committee  of 
the  Woman's  Club  in  the  Library  Building,  the  program 
consisting  of  book  reviews,  readings,  stories  and 
charades. 
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As  in  the  past  we  have  placed  class-room  libraries 
in  all  the  school  rooms  of  Durham.  If  these  are  to  be 
maintained  successfully  we  must  have  more  new 
children's  books.  The  town  appropriation  should  be  at 
least  doubled  to  obtain  these  children's  books  and  a 
greater  variety  of  reading  for  adults.  During  the  past 
year  the  children's  books  in  the  main  Library  were 
moved  to  a  much  better  and  lighter  place  in  the  room 
formerly  used  for  the  New  Hampshire  books  where 
they  have  a  room  for  themselves.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 

SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board: 

The  growth  of  Durham  village  during  the  past  five 
years  has  been  remarkable.  The  number  of  students  at 
the  University  has  more  than  doubled.  Almost  every 
family  rents  rooms  to  students.  Every  house  and  build- 
ing available  has  been  made  over  to  accommodate  more 
students  and  the  families  of  members  ofjthe  University 
faculty.  T  he  peak  has  not  been  reached.  More  new 
houses  are  needed  and  as  fast  as  they  are  available, 
they  will  be  occupied  by  men  with  families  who  would 
come  to  the  University  as  faculty  members  if  there 
were  places  for  them  to  live.  Other  houses  will  be  taken 
by  families  who  want  to  bring  up  their  children  in  Dur- 
ham because  of  the  University.  In  fact  Durham  is  a 
college  town  and  will,  I  believe,  continue  to  grow  as  a 
college  town  until  it  is  second  to  none  in  the  state. 

This  situation  confronts  us  with  two  important 
school  problems.  The  first  is  to  provide  for  our  schools  . 
a  high  grade  of  teaching.  Not  a  word  of  this  report 
should  be  interpreted  as  unfavorable  criticism  of  the 
present  teaching  force  or  of  the  teaching  force  of  last 
year.  Nevertheless  it  is  true  that  the  people  of  Durham 
rightly  expect  a  great  deal  of  their  schools  and  a  great 
deal  of  their  teachers.  Our  boys  and  girls  should 
receive  their  training  only  from  teachers  of  good  per- 
sonality, adequate  training  and  that  kind  of  successful 
experience  that  comes  to  the  teacher  who  has  taught 
happily  and  with  constant  progress  in  one  school  system 
from  three  to  five  years.  Of  course  this  kind  of  teach- 
ing may  not  be  had  from  beginners.  It  will  never  be 
gained  by  changing  teachers  every  year.     Some  of  the 
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teachers  we  have  had  and  most  of  those  we  have  now 
are  capable  of  growing  into  this  class  and  of  giving  us 
in  time  this  kind  of  service  if  we  are  able  to  keep  them 
in  Durham.  Experience  shows  that  the  only  way  to 
keep  good  teachers  is  to  bring  our  salaries  up  to  a 
higher  level. 

Most  of  the  places  that  have  a  high  grade  school 
system  insist  on  two  years  of  normal  training  and  two 
years  of  successful  experience.  If  this  rule  could  be 
adopted  and  carried  out  in  Durham  in  case  of  any 
vacancies,  it  would  raise  the  level  of  teaching  ability  in 
our  schools  and  help  to  retain  good  teachers.  At  pres- 
ent it  would  mean  a  minimum  salary  of  a  thousand 
dollars  a  year  for  the  village  school,  I  am  making  this 
recommendation,  although  I  know  that  the  people  of 
Durham  have  increased  the  teachers'  salaries  during 
the  last  few  years,  because  it  is  still  difficult  to  get 
good,  experienced  teachers  for  the  money  we  pay. 

The  second  problem  is  to  provide  an  adequate  build- 
ing for  the  growing  school  population.  The  present 
four-room  building  is  unsuitable  and  inadequate  and 
has  been  for  some  time.  The  present  fifth  grade  room, 
where  the  pupils  are  crowded  in  facing  the  partition  so 
closely  in  front  of  them,  with  poor  light  and  improper 
ventilation,  is  making  the  children  restless  and  nervous 
at  a  very  critical  period  in  their  school  lives.  The  Junior 
High  School  room  and  the  primary  room  have  less  than 
half  the  window  area  that  they  should  have  according 
to  modern  school  standards.  Lighting  in  the  other 
rooms  is  a  little  better,  but  is  still  inadequate.  One 
room  upstairs  is  partly  equipped  for  domestic  science, 
but  is  not  suited  to  other  recitations  that  have  to  be 
held  there. 

The  present  quarters  were  all  right  as  a  temporary 
arrangement,  but  is  it  not  time  to  provide  for  our  boys 
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and  girls  a  well-arranged,  well-equipped,  sanitary,  mod- 
ernized school  building?  In  studying  this  problem  we 
should  keep  in  mind  two  questions:  Should  a  village  like 
Durham  have  a  kindergarten  as  a  part  of  the  public 
school  system?  Should  we  provide  at  home  for  the 
many  Durham  pupils  that  have  to  go  to  Newmarket  or 
Dover  for  the  last  two  years  of  high  school? 

There  may  be  some  doubt  as  to  whether  the  present 
building  is  worth  remodeling.  If  it  is,  by  adding  thir- 
teen feet  to  the  building  along  the  entire  front,  you  could 
have  in  the  basement  three  well-lighted  rooms  for  man- 
ual training,  domestic  science  and  lunch  room;  on  the 
main  floor,  the  entrance,  boys'  and  girls'  toilets,  and  four 
good  class-roQms  23x25  feet,  large  enough  for  thirty-five 
pupils  each;  and  on  the  second  floor  five  class-rooms 
23x25  feet,  two  of  which  with  movable  furniture  and  a 
folding  partition  could  be  used  at  times  as  an  assembly 
room.  All  the  walls  and  partitions  would  have  to  be 
made  over  and  an  adequate  system  of  heat  and  ventila- 
tion installed.  This  is  only  a  suggestion  of  what  might 
be  done  if  you  decide  to  remodel  the  schoolhouse. 

For  this  year,  I  suggest  that  you  invite  a  committee 
of  representative  citizens  to  study  the  problem  with  you 
and  to  prepare  a  proposal  for  the  next  school  meeting. 
In  the  meantime  the  remodeling  of  the  Packers  Falls 
schoolhouse  is  as  necessary  as  ever.  Would  it  not  be 
well  to  get  this  all  done  this  year  and  get  it  out  of  the 
way  before  something  has  to  be  done  in  the  village? 

I  highly  appreciate  the  widespread  interest  of  the 
people  of  Durham  in  the  schools  and  the  friendly  coun- 
sel and  helpful  co-operation  of  the  members  of  the 
School  Board  in  the  many  problems  that  have  come  up 
during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD 


Two  new  members  were  added  to  the  School  Board 
at  the  last  District  meeting.  Mr.  J.  C.  McNutt  was 
elected  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  Mr.  Thomas  Mass- 
ingham  for  a  period  of  three  years.  The  lack  of  ex- 
perience of  the  new  members  in  school  affairs  has 
placed  a  heavy  burden  on  Mr.  Batchelder  during  the 
past  year,  but  the  work  of  the  Board  has  progressed 
satisfactorily.  The  Board  organized  with  Mr,  Batch- 
elder  as  chairman  and  Mr.  McNutt  as  clerk. 

Because  of  resignations  in  the  teaching  force  last 
year  it  was  necessary  to  secure  four  new  teachers  for 
the  village  school  and  the  following  were  employed: 
Jeanette  MacCarlie  for  the  first  and  second  grades, 
Vivian  Wood  for  the  third  and  fourth  grades,  Charlotte 
Taylor  for  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades,  and  Ruth  Peabody 
for  the  Junior  High  School.  Elizabeth  Brown  em- 
ployed in  the  Durham  Point  School  resigned  at  Christ- 
mas time  and  Mary  Rodan  has  been  employed  to  fill  her 
place.  Our  new  teachers  have  entered  into  the  work 
with  splendid  spirit;  giving  their  best  efforts  to  their 
work.  Difficulties  have  come  up  from  time  to  time  but 
such  things  happen  in  every  school,  and  it  is  important 
for  the  School  Board  as  well  as  the  parents  to  support 
the  teachers  in  their  work  as  occasion  demands  in  the 
education  of  our  children.  Following  is  a  list  of 
teachers  and  salaries:
